There  was  a  small 
scattered  outbreak  of  measles  in  the  second  quarter,  which 
however  soon  subsided.  .In-  the  last  few  weeks  of  the  year 
there  was  a  sudden  rise  in.  the  number  of  notifications, 
which  proved  to  be  the  beginning  of  an  epidemic,  which 
however  falls  mainly  in  1933.

The  rates  for  both  diseases  were  well  below  the 
average  of  the  country  as  a  whole.  There  was,  however,  one 
death  from  broncho-pneumonia  in  a  case  of  whooping  cough,  a 
reminder  that  the  disease  is  not  to  be  treated  lightly.  Immu¬ 
nisation  against  this  disease  is  now  being  employed  to  a  con¬ 
siderable  extent,  and  it  may  be  that  this  is  the  cause  of  the 
smaller  number  of  cases,  though  statistical  evidence  is  diffi¬ 
cult  to  obtain. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year.  I 
s  ou  d  again  like  to  emphasise  the  necessity,  however,  for 
every  child  to  be  immunised,  as  upon  this  measure  depends  the 
continuance  of  our  present  freedom  from  the  disease.

.  While  only  five  cases  of  poliomyelitis  (infantile  para- 

^?CSiJrredi!  a11  isolated  cases,  it  should  be  noted  that 
three  of  these  have  been  left  with  a  degree  of  residual 

paralysis  which  will  require  “prolonged  orthopaedic  treatment. 

In  my  last  report  I . referred  to  some  of  the  problems 
arising  from  the  increasing  number  of  elderly  persons  in  the 
community.  One  aspect  of  the  matter  in  need  of  urgent 
solution  is  the  provision  of  more  hospital  accommodation  for 
those  who,  by  reason  of  age  or  infirmity,  are  unable  to  give 
themselves  ordinary  personal  care.  The  word  "hospital”  is 
used  rather  than  "institutional"  since  the  latter  has 
unpleasant  associations  in  the  minds  of  many  of  the  older 
generation.  Nevertheless  the  type  of  accommodation  required 
is  not  hospital _ accommodation  in  the  sense  of  a  place  where 
elaborate  facilities  for  remedial  treatment  are  provided, 
but  rather  one  where  adequate  personal  attention  is  available, 
with,  of  course,  general  medical  supervision  such  as  would 
be  available  in  a  private  house.

Many  elderly  persons  are  fortunate  in  having  relatives 
or  others  with  sufficient  skill  and  facilities  to  care  for 
them,  but  in  other  cases  the  burden  of  looking  after  an 
aged  person,  who  may  need  as  much  personal  attention  as  a 
baby,  is  a  real  hardship  on  the  busy  housewife,  on  whom  the 
duty  usually  falls,  however  devoted  she  may  be.  In  some 
cases  the  future  welfare  and  happiness  of  the  family  is 
jeopardised.  At  present  it  is  only  the  most  urgent  cases 
that  can  be  dealt. with,  and  the  magnitude  of  the  problem 
will  undoubtedly  increase  until  further  accommodation 
is  provided. 

As  regards  the  sanitary,  circumstances  of  the  area, 
attention  is  drawn  to  the  difficulties  being  experienced 
in  the  -disposal  of  sewage.  Even  before  the  war  it  was 
obvious  that  extension  or  alteration  of  the  existing  dis¬ 
posal  works  was  necessary  to  keep  pace  with  the  growing 
needs  of  the  town,  and  a  scheme  of  reorganisation  was  pre¬ 
pared  to  increase  the  capacity  of  the  treatment  plant. 
Unfortunately  the  war  put  a  stop  to  this.  Since  the  war, 
despite  the  strongest  representations  on  the  part  of  the 
c  ^  "k  not,  as  yet,  been  possible  to  obtain 
Ministerial  sanction  to  the  completion  of  the  scheme,  which 
is  even  more  necessary  with  the  continued  growth  of  the 
town. 


In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year,  Mr. Healey, 

Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  much 
of  the  work  of  compiling  this  Report,  and  all  the  members 
of  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  willing  co-operation 
during  the  year.

Ante-natal  Clinic.  --  . 

The  provision  under  the  National  Health  Services  Act  of 
free  medical  advice  for  all  maternity  patients  has  by  no  means 
lessened  the  need  for  the  maintenance  of  local  authorities’ 
ante-natal  clinics.  Adequate  ante-natal  supervision  of  the 
mother’s  health  takes  more  time  than  the  busy  general  prac¬ 
titioner  can  give  to  the  work.  Moreover  the  clinic  provides 
a  convenient  venue  for  the  midwives  (who  in  most  cases  will 
actually  conduct  the  delivery)  to  examine  their  patients.

Child  Welfare. 


The  Borough  has  three  Welfare  Centres.  The  largest  at 
Lemyngton  Street  serves  the,  main  area  of  the  town,  the  one 
at  Shelthorpe  serves  in  particular  the  Shelthorpe  Estate, 
though  there  is  no  restriction  on  attendance  at  either  Centra, 
and  a  mother  is  free  to  choose  which  she  prefers.  The  third 
Centre  is  held  at  Hat hern  Village  Hall,  where  a  session  is  held 
on  the  second  and  fourth  Wednesdays  in  each  month.  Sessions 
are  held  at  Lemyngton  Street  on  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Friday 
afternoons,  and  at  Shelthorpe  on  Monday  and  Wednesday  after¬ 
noons.

Dental  Treatment  of  Mothers  &  Children. 

A  monthly  Dental  Inspection  Clinic  was  held  at  the 
Lemyngton  Street  Welfare  Centre.  At  this,  all  children  whose 
mothers  desired  it  were  inspected  by  the  dental  surgeon  who  is 
also  responsible  for  the  Education  Authority’s  dental  service. 
Advice  was  given  on  the  care  of  the  teeth,  and  minor  conser¬ 
vative  work  carried  out  on  the  spot.  Cases  requiring  more 
extensive  treatment  were  dealt  with  at  the  School  Clinic 
under  the  arrangement  with  the  Education  Committee. 

From  the  ante-natal  clinic,  patients  are  referred  for 
dental  treatment  to  the  School  Clinic,  unless  they  wish  to 
make  arrangements  with  a  private  dentist.

In  addition  a  number  of  visits  were  paid  for  socio¬ 
logical  investigations  in  connection  with  the  admission  of 
patients  to  hospital,  etc.,  reflecting  the  widened  sphere  of 
activity  of  the  Health  Visitors  under  the  National  Health 
Services  Act. 

Day  Nurseries. 

Day  Nursery  facilities  are  provided,  by  the  County 
Council  primarily  for  cases  where  circumstances  are  such 
that  nursery  accommodation  is  necessary  on  welfare  grounds, 
e.g.  for  children  having  only  one  .parent,  for  cases  of  tem¬ 
porary  illness  in  the  home,  or  where  the  child's  home 
environment  is  unsatisfactory. 

The  Southfield  Park  Day  Nursery  accommodates  50  children, 
approximately  15  under  1  £  years,  and  35  between  l£  and  5  years. 
Any  surplus  accommodation  after  satisfying  the  requirements  of 
"welfare”  cases,  is  allocated  to  the  children  of  households 
where  both  parents  are  at  work. 

Illegitimate  Children. 

Information  on  illegitimate  births  is  exchanged  with 
other  welfare  authorities,  and  cases  requiring  assistance, 
e.g.  in  connection  with  adoptions,  are  referred  to  the 
Leicester  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Association. 

Premature  Infants. 

A  record  is  kept  of  premature  children  born  in  or 
transferred  to  the  district.  For  this  purpose  a  premature 
infant  is  defined  as  one  weighing  5^  lbs.  or  less  at  birth.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948. 

Section  47*  Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need 
of  care  and  attention. 

Under  this  section  the  Council  is  enabled  to  apply  to 
a  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  order  for  the  removal 
to  a  suitable  place  of  a  person  who  is  suffering  from  grave 
chronic  disease,  or  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapaci¬ 
tated,  is  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  is  not  receiving 
proper  care  and  attention.  A  certificate  that  such  action  is 
necessary  must  be  issued  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Investigations  were  made  into  a  few  cases  during  the  year, 
but  formal  action  was  not  considered  to  be  necessary.

WAT  DR  SUPPLIES.  . 

(a)  Piped  Supply. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  is  derived  from  the 
uplands  of.Charnwood  T0rest,  a  sparsely  populated  district. 
The  water  is  collected  from  the  sources  of  supply  of  the 
oodbrook  and  the  Blackbrook,  each  stream  having  a 
separate  reservoir  in  which  water  is  stored.  The  Black- 
brook  is  the  larger,  as  also  is  the  reservoir,  and  stands 
a  higher^  alt itude ,  so  that  water  gravitates  therefrom  to 
the  reservoir  at  Nanpantan.  The  water  is  purified  by  pass- 
age  through  primary  pressure  filters,  followed  by  slow  sand 
nitration,  and  finally  by  treatment  with  chloramine , thus 
giving  a  supply  of  satisfactory  organic  quality  and  a  hieh 
degree  of  bacterial  purity. 

The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action.

2Q  routine  samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  examin¬ 
ation  were  taken  during  the  year.  25  of  these  were  from 
the  treated  water  and  4  from  the  raw  water.  All  samples 
were  of  high  bacterial  purity.  8  samples  (4  raw  and  4 
treated)  taken  for  chemical  analysis  were  si isfactory. 

During  the  year  approximately  1.36  miles  of  new  mains 
on  the  Ashby  Road  Housing  Estate  were  laid  and  a  scheme 
was  approved  for  a  new  main  from  Nanpantan  Waterworks  to 
this  Estate.  A  scheme  is  also  in  preparation  for  a  new 
service  reservoir  at  Nanpantan  Waterworks.

DISINFESTATION  AND  DISINFECTION. 

Spraying  with  insecticides  incorporating  D.D.T.  and 
Gammexane  is  the  method  employed  against  infestation  with 
bed-bug.  The  work  can  bo  done  comparatively  cheaply: 
the  preparations  are  lethal  in  acti on, fairly  persistent, 
and  cause  a  minimum  of  inconvenience  to  the  occupants. 

Constant  attention  is  given  to  the  detection  of 
vermin  during  routine  inspections  and  during  the  year 
16  private  houses  and  1  Council  House,  on  complaint  from 
the  Housing  Maintenance  Officer,  were  disinfested.

BIOLOGICAL  MILK  BAI 1PL INPt . 


This  year  completes  the  third  stage  of  sampling  of  milk 
on  a  County  basis,  to  detect  the  presence  of . mycobacterium 
tubercuiosis.  Any  Milk  supply  reported  to  reveal  evidence 
ot  this  infection  is  regarded  as  capable  of  causing  human 
infection  with  tuberculosis. 


Loughborough  has  been  fortunate  in  that  of  the  30 
samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  on 
a  quota  basis,  for  examination,  over  the  past  year, 
one  only  has  revealed  evidence  of  infection  with  myco¬ 
bacterium  tuberculosis.  It  is  encouraging  to  be  able  to 
report  on  the  enthusiasm  and  close  liaison  between  the 
County  districts  and  the  Co&nty  Authorities  towards  a 
clean  bill  of  milk  and  animal  health  throughout  the 
County  as  a  whole.

( a )  Refuse  Collection . 

The  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  is  under¬ 
taken  by  direct  labour  and  mechanical  transport  on  the 
"district  relay”  system,  operating  in  four  districts. 

In  December, 1952,  an  additional  refuse  collection 
waggon  was  delivered  and  put  into  operation  on  a  fourth 
collection  round.  The  inception  of  this  additional  round 
had  necessitated  a  re-organisation  of  the  existing  rounds 
and  by  the  end  of  January ,  1 953 ,  the  frequency  of  refuse 
collection  in  the  Borough  was  stabilised  at  8-9  days  which 
it  is  hoped  will  be  maintained  for  the  next  few  years  under 
the  existing  establishment. 

The  policy  of  your  Council  appreciably  to  reduce  the 
long  collection  frequency  of  14-15  days  operating  in 
1949  has  now  been  achieved  by  a  gradual  increase  from 
that  time  in  the  establishment  of  refuse  loaders  and  the 
addition  of  two  refuse  waggons. 

Receipts  for  the  collection  of  Trade  Refuse  from  shop 
and  trade  premises  amounted  to  £152.10s.0d  for  the  year 
ending  31  st  March, 1953,  as  compared  wi th . £1 77. 1  Os. 9d.  for 
the  previous  year. 

(t>)  Refuse  Disposal. 

^rom  the  end  of  January,  1 952 >  the  whole  of  the  Town’s 
House  and  Trade  Refuse  has  been  disposed  of  by  Controlled 
tipping  at  the  Council’s  Allsopps  Lane  Tip.  It  had  been 
the  Practice  to  direct  one  third  of  the  loads  collected 
to  the  Council’s  Sewerage  Farm  where  this  refuse  was 
burned  in  the  boiler  grates  for  steam  raising,  which 
since  the  electrification  of  the  Sewage  Pumping  System 
rendered  the  boilers  obsolete.  ... 

In  July  members  of  the  Health  Committee  witnessed  a 
demonstration  at  the  Allsopps  Lane  Tip  of  a  type  of 
Angledozer , Soil  Scarifier  and  Scraping  Equipment,  the 
purchase  of  which  your  Council  ultimately  approved. 

Delivery  of  the  Angledozer  etc.  ,  was  taken  in  November 
and  since  that  time  the  machine  has  proved  most 
satisfactory  for  the  work  required  of  it,  while 
obviating  many  of  the  unhygienic  conditions  to  which 
the  tip  workers  were  exposed. 

An  extension  to  the  existing  steel  hut  provided 
in  1951  made  provision  for  housing  the  equipment  on 
the  si«te  of  the  Tip.  9n

at  the  Paper  Mills.  . 


4.  JnJiay.of  this  year-  a  Special  Committee  sitting  under 
Lord  Moms.on  D.C.J.P.p.L.  ,  considered  the  difficult 
situation  which  had  arisen  and  the  consequential  effects 
in  Local  Authorities  collections  and  finances.  Your 
ouncil  subsequently  co-operated  in  accepting  a  voluntary 
curtailment  in  quantities  of  Waste  Paper  dispatched  to 
your  Contractors  on  a  quota  basis  at  an  economic'  price. 


The  Waste  Paper  Contract  with  your  Contractor  was 
renewed  for  a  further  five  years,  expiring  in 
December , 1 957.
